I'lionms, 
has a salary of SIO.OOO, and 
jMontgoniery, of the Church of the 
lu( avnatiun, llaight, of St. Paul's and 
Swope.of Trinity Chapel, are ouch paid 
110,000. The senior Tyng, rector of 
St. George's, is paid ^iliOtJU, with a 
comfortable rectory adjiicent to his 
church. Tho junior Tyng, rectory of 
tho Holy Trinity, receives the same sal- 
ary.

Wh.o Invented Sausages ? 

not HEYWOOD. 

A corrospondont asks us this question: 
"Who waa thu invoutor of aftusagea 
Wo answered: It wa.s unknown. JuliuK 
Caiijar claimed to be the inventor, but 
iustorians and commentators havouni- 
voraally sooutod his claim. Thoro is no 
doubt in tlio minds of the best informed 
writers ou tho sul)joct but that tho Gor- 
tnans were tho inventors of tho .miuaage, 
iiuil that Ciesar iu liis wars agiun.st tho 
stubborn Gorman t»ibes bocanio aeiiuuiiit- 
ed with their way of making tho aausago. 
On his return to Rome, after crossing the 
Kubicon, bo tried to induce tho inhabit- 
ants of the Imperial oity to adopt it as an 
articlo~of food, but tho Romans wore rich, 
tlioy fed on lu.'curioa garnored from tlio 
hiutla whioli tluiy had contpu'rod aiul 
thoj rejected thosausago. On tho morn- 
ing' of tho day of his death at tho biuiiln 
of tiio conspinitoia, C';esiu' sadly infonnod 
liis wife that Imperial Homo wua totter- 
ia^' to its fall, and that fall was hastened 
liy its rejection of sousagea. It iaa singu- 
lar and e.'itraoi'dinary faet — out', quoted 
by tho great historian Siuianides, and 
Gibbons, and Niobuhr — th.at no uatiou 
has boon great as a military power, in 
luodorn times, which did not niako sa\i- 
aages one of its prime articles of diut. 
The recent war^between Germany and 
France proves this. Seventy-five years 
ago tho Prenuli wore intensely fond of 
sausngo, thon they overran Europo. But, 
like tho Romans, thov took to luxurons 
living, and tho downfall of la belle France 
folio nrod. 

Tho Germans have always boon a war- 
like nation. Thoy have alls ays boon eat- 
ers of sausage. Tho greatest gonoral of 
modern times, Moltko, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. He says that no 
man who is not a lover of aausagoa can 
ever mako a groat genornl. Homo years 
ago ho was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young oflicer. Ha was outing hi? 
usual meal of "wuratand pumpernickel," 
and askod the j'oung otHoor to join liim. 
The offer was doclinedon tho ground that 
he never could eat sausages. "Sir," said 
tho great general, looking at tho oflicer 
with flashing oycs, "the man who cannot 
eat sausages need never o.\peot promo- 
tion from me." The young oflicer at once 
applied binjself so assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a tnato for sausage.s. that in tho 
late war lie bad risen to bo General Von 
Moltko's chief of stall". .-V distaste for saii- 
sngos lod to the disnussal of a wooor of 
tho General's daughtor. fcibo afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
hor fathor's a2)probatioQ, and sb^ is now 
tho happy mother of eight healthy san 
sago-eating ohildren. Were anyone to 
say in General Yon Moltko's presence 
that sausages were mada out of refivjo 
dogs, bo would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet he has nevei accounted 
for the decodenoe-in the number of dogs 
in Germany since saaaagcs became tlie 
national food, as frogs aro that of the 
French, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
isli, beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tobacco of .Vui- 
ericana, and Ho^vood's Pork yausage of 
British Columbians.

The Boundarj' Question. 

luan article, the other day, we 
quoted from the Treaty between Great 
Britain and Bussia and the more recent 
"^^Treaty between the latter Power and 
the United States of America to prove 
that the nal•ro^7 belt of territoiy which 
shuts British Columbia out from the 
ocean for a distance of several hun- 
dred miles ia not, as has beon])opular- 
ly supposed, thirty miles wide, and wo 
stated as a matter of fact that the true 
u boundary crosses the Stickoeu lUvor 
■' fifteen miles from the sou, above which 
' point that stream is navigable for light 
draught ocnan going Hteaniors. To 
state these facts was to i)oint out their 
important bearing upon the commer- 
cial and other interests of this Pro- 
Tince ; for the reader will see at once 
that if our steamers can proceed with- 
out let or hindrance from Victoria to 
the head of navigation on the Stickeon 
within British territory, an immense 
advantage will bo gained. The pre- 
sent prospect of our Northern gold 
fields quite justifies the belief that an 
important town would spring up at tha 
point, which would form a sort of en- 
trepot for the more immediate supply 
of the mines, thus thoroughly secur- 
ing the trade to the Province and 
^ overcoming all the inconvenience and 
annoyance arising from existing con- 
.^ditiona. The certain prospect of a 
' 'rapidly growing trade with Cassiar 
points to the importance of imniediato 
action with a view to attaining the ob- 
jects adverted to. As wo stated in ii 
former article, the question of deiiuiug 
and marking out the boundary under 
consideration is one which can only be 
dealt with by the supreme Govern- 
itoents of the respective countries; but 
'British Columbia being more imme- 
, diately concerned and aii'eoted, it rests 
^ with her Government to press the 
matter; upon the attention of the 
. iFederai authorities at Ottawa, they, in 
turn, moving Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment to action. And we feel quite 
confident that proj^er rojjreseutations 
would have the desired efifoct. AVe 
confess, however, to some doubt as to 
any thing being "properly" done by 
the Local Government. Had they 
done their duty, the matter would, in 
all probability, Iiavo received attention 
before now. It anpeais to us that 
this is a subject wfiich miglit well be 
taken up by the Chamber of Com- 
•merce, with a special view of urging 
the Local Government to immediate 
and energetic action.

A Blind Sigbt-Seer- 

The blind King of Hanover, nays 
tho Paris ' correspooiddut the New 
York "Times," has returned to Paris 
to" have another look at the art trea- 
sures of the city; although au inde- 
fatigable sight-secr when with us n 
year ago, he could not get through all 
there was to bo seen. This may seem 
an odd way of speaking of a blind 
man, but there is not such exaggera- 
tion about it. King George seos with 
the eyes of his daughter, who has a 
faculty posaossod by fow. With her 
father upon her arm" she cnteia a mu- 
seum or any public place and begins q 
conversation in a lovr, running voice, 
giving in a few words a general idea 
of the room and tho pooplo in it, then 
going into details as they go on. The 
King enters like a man with good 
eyes, and, when on his (daughter's 
arm, never fails to return the snlutos 
addressed to him from whatever dir- 
ection they may come. It is evident, 
therefore, that there is some systeui 
of telegraphy known to tho two, and 
from long nabit tho King has become 
so export that ho rarely makes a mis- 
take. At a soiree he is led up to tho 
host or hostess, bows at the right mo- 
uient, and goes through tlie eoreuiony 
with all tho ease of a man who cun 
see. He even pe^s most unexpected 
compliments, when the daughter, 
without saying a word, tolegrnplis that 
a lady is young and beautiful, and 
when surprise is cxjiresscd, i^ing 
Cleorge gallantly replies that ho sees 
with his soul. "When I saw him at 
the Louvre I longed for an opportu- 
nity to hoar what the Princess said at 
they went from picture to picture, the 
King looking intently upon tho wnll, 
but could hear nothing but a low hum 
too indistinct to bo comprahended by 
cars less attentive than those of her 
father. Her language cannot be unr 
derstood by others, e\en when not 
spoken with the usual rapidity. It is 
very touching to sea tho love and de- 
votion of this young princess.

An important extract from a letter 
written bjfj^ a rery intelligent corres- 
pondent of the "Mainland Guardian" 
was published in our columns yester- 
day. It will have been seen from the 
extract that our worst forebodings in 
respect to (rovcramont mismanage- 
ment and dilatonnoss in the construc- 
tion of what is known as tho Lillooet- 
Howe Sound Trail are likely to be 
realized. As the correspondent puts 
it, "two years have boon spent on the 
Trail, and as yet it is of no service; a 
largo sum of money is, as it were, 
thrown awa}', and who is to blame ?'' 
The question is easily answered. Ti)e 
Government jdono can bo blamed. It 
was their duty to have had tho route 
for the Trail proijerly laid out heforo 
incurring larger expenditures upon it; 
and, having done that, it was their 
duty to have had the work ourriod out 
witii a vigor and circumspQi'i inn coui- 
mouKuratfl with its iniportanre. In- 
stead of that, however, they v, ould ap- 
pear to have gone to work in tho loos- 
est and blindest manner possible and 
drawled out over a number of years 
what would havo been hutttsr accom- 
plished in a single season. And now, 
after all tho expenditure of time and 
money, we are told that "the work, as 
far as done, is of no manner of ser- 
vice"! Tho correspondent adverted 
to sheds new light on. the inii)ortanco 
of having a good Trail from Lillooet 
to the seaboard. Not only would cat- 
iQe be dtdreu over it, but farmers 
■would avail themselves of it to convey 
their produce to tho seaboard, taking 
home their supplies as return freight. 
To those uonsideratinns might well be 
added the oiio of promoting sottlo- 
mont in the country through wliich 
the Trail would run. When it is re- 
membered how completely tho great 
and productive section of country look- 
ing to such a Trail as an outlet in cut 
off from market, it seems absolutely 
criminal on the part of tho Govern- , 
ment to trifle with tho matter as they 
have done. Surely it was not too much , 
for the people inhabiting the Nortli- 
orn part of tho great country beyond 
tho Caacadoa tooxpect auch a modest out- 
lofc as a Trail )vhon those in the southcni 
part were to enjoy the luxury of a ooatiy 
WAgon road running along the bank of a 
river navis^aled by stoamoia. And jiiflt 
contrast tho vigor and i)rodifi;-ftlitj dis- 
played in tho one caao vrith tho Hiii)iiiu- 
neafl and parsimony on tho otlK^r. Tho 
lioman road could ho made along tho 
b«nk of A noble river in a singlo season, 
aad at an jwmediate oost of over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. - The Trail, tho 
nolo outlet to an injportant sootion, could 
not ho constructed in two years, although 
it might havo boeo aoeoQipUilifid /»t au 
AvA\*y of ten thoQundf ,

'Ibe Father of tlie Lout Child Drivan Cra- 
zy by hia lois and the CrueJl Slander jn of 
BllsohlerOIaUltiar nabbiors. 

PiiiLADHLi'iii.v, Oct. 5. — It seems a:^ 
though tho llo j.-i abd'iotiou cane, ter- 
rible as it was iu itself, and much as it 
has shocked and pained tho people of 
the whole coii!::try, nniwt continue to 
add to its horror one calamity after 
another. Wliou tho lost child was 
stolen tho nnjtlier, already in dolica^o 
health, wa.s cast upou a bed of sick- 
ness, from which it was feared she 
would never ansa. And then camo 
tlio scandals, flying thick and fast, 
gathering force and ugliness as they 
passed from mauth to mouth. At first 
tho tongue of eahuiiny was satislied to 
devote itself to tho father, charging 
upon him more moral slips and foi- 
bles than any ono man could well be 
guil*.y of iu an avorago Hfotimo.

Interes* lug Case. 

(From the N. V. Hm», Oct. If.) 

A moat interesting case, one rare- 
ly equalled in the courts ol' this country, 

was decided in "Worcoster, on Friday 
afternoon, by Chief Justice Cirey, of 
the Massachusetts Supremo Judicial 
Court. Tho case was fmuuled on a 
writ of habeas curjtuij, brought by Mrs. 
ilary t"5- Wyiuingion, to recover tho 
custody of her live minor children 
from thoir father, l-'roni tho history 
of tho case it is developed as foUowH: 
Andrew James ayraington was a man- 
ufacturer of mualias iu Scotland, a 
man of wealth, culture, and refino- 
nieut, writer for magazines, and holding 
a good Bocial position. Uis wife was 
tho pot daughter of a lu-oniinent pliy . 
sician iu tho nortl^ ol Sootland, and 
tho e(|iial of her l^i;Bhan4 social po- 
sition aqd mental culture. They were 
mairied iu 18(10, and for several years 
the course of tiioir married life ran 
smootlily. l'"'iv(; childron Avere Ijvirn 
to them the eldest of whom is now 
eleven, and the yoimgcst four years of 
age. At length Mrs. Symington dis- 
covered an improper intimacy e.tist- 
ing between her husband and the iim-- 
sery maid, iiiul an eHtrRl)gonr.int on- 
Huml, .Affev vaiu oiidoawu-s to regain 
the f:iitli of hor luisband, she Honfjlit a 
divorce iu the Scotch Court of Sau- 
uions. A single judge deiu9d her«uit, 
but she carried it to tho full bejioh, 
which, iu 1801, granted her a fe.ll di* 
voroe and custody of hor ohildren, 
with alimoiiy of per annum, .lust 

before tlio issue of the decree, tho hus- 
band fled to this country, taking tiie 
children with him, and leaviny \\\n 
counViol to appeal his case from tho 
Court of t-(essions to tho. Iloii'ie of 
Lords, whet'o it is still' jionding. 
His wife was for a long time ig- 
norant of tho ])laco of eoneoai- 
inent of her Imsliand; but veeiinily 
discovprin/^ \\in placo of residonc.o, ^ho 
caoiu to this country, nnd, by the aid - of 
a Now York do(ootiYo. foun,d him liviusf 
with ihh obildren ,i.ti Williariistowri.Mi^Hs.

Tho Bishop of Lincoln has given the 
Eer. J. King, B. D., vicar of Ash- 
by-de-la-Laundo, a smart rap with his 
ei)iscopnl crook. The reverend gentle- 
man is the "Mr. Jjaunde"()f Turf lit- 
erature, and has lately achieved re- 
nown as the owner of Apology, tho 
winner of Uie St. Leger, and it is in 
his connection with horse-racing that 
tho liishop has entered into corres- 
pondence with him. It seems that the 
15ishop bail remonstrated with ]\Ir. 
King before the late races at Doncas- 
tcr, pointing out that training race 
horses for tho Turf was not tho kind 
of occupation a clergyman ought to 
bo engaged in, but got no satisfaction 
beyond a reference to Mr. King's soli- 
citor. After the recent Doncaster ra- 
ces tho Bishop wrote a second letter, 
appealing solemnly and tenderly to 
Mr. King's right feeling, reminding 
liiin of his advanced age, of tlio injurv 
ho was doing to the C'liureli, and (if 
hia ordination vows to forsake all 
worldly cares, neither to olTend him- 
self nor bo a cnuRo of ofionce to other.-*, 
and to bn a wliolc.ioine ami godly ex- 
aninle to lus llock. Tlie vicarge of' 
Ashhy-do-la-Launde and tiie roi'torv 
of Rassingham, wliieli is held witli it, 
bring in together .C'Ji') per annum, ami 
tho Bishop calls upon Mr. King either 
to resign Ids pastoral cures or else to 
roliuqoish a conrs'; of lila which is at 
variance witii liis sacred obligations 
as a minister of the Cliuich (jf l''.ng- 
Jand. Tho fact that >itr. King ran his 
horse for St. Leger after the Bitjhqji's 
first remonstrance shows hQW Ultle 
sympathy exists botwoen thoir minds. 
Mr, Jving probably regards the Bishoji 
as over scrupulous. He is an old ma;;, 
taking his degree in 1811. His haliit.-j 
and idea.s were iirobably formed in a 
school of which tho Bisliop can frame 
HQ CQnoeptlon. Fifty yeai-s ago the 
attendance of the clergy at county 
races, well mounted, nnd mingling 
freely with tho company, was by no 
means uncommon, irorso-nu-ing liad 
not then acujuirod the associal irniH with 
which betting, pulling, and otlierpruc. 
tices have invested it. Mr. KiAg' has 
apparently not advanced' with tlie 
manners of hiti tiiiio. If Ik; has a Ik in- 
cut lo>o t>f hcn-selltsh, lie IS jirolialilv 
quite unable to mul( rstiuid tin.' ]ii<!>"- 
o])'h strong language.
